Vote of Confidence by Ratepayers; 
Heated Discussion Heard at Adjourn¬ 
ed’ Ratepayers’ Meeting

Charges made at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Vulcryr School 'District "No,- 
1902 with regard to the installation 
of the heating system in the new 
school building were discredited at 
the adjourned meeting of ratepayers 
held in the Odd Fellows’ hall on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon of last week. Two 
weeks ago a special meeting of- the 
ratepayers of the school district was 
held to hear the reports of the-com¬ 
mittee to investigate the charges 
made at the annual meeting. At that 
time the reports .were not ready, so 
the meeting was adjourned until last 
Wednesday. About seventy-five at¬ 
tended the meeting, many rural rate¬ 
payers being present. D. D. McQueen 
again acted as secretary and W. D. 
Allan as chairman. * 

Instead of one report from the in¬ 
vestigating committee as a whole, 
two were read, one from Messrs. Car-' 
son and Brown and the other from L. 
H. Stack, K.C. Mr. Stack, in a letter 
to the secretary regretted that he 
was unable to join in the report of 
the other members of the committee, 
but set out his reasons briefly in his 
report. The two reports were then 
read to the ratepayers. 

Both reports were lengthy, and 
much correspondence between the 
committee and various heating con¬ 
tractors was read. The report made 
by Mr. Stack revealed that'the com-1 
mittee had held three meetings, one 
at the school to inspect the plant, one 
at the office of the secretary Vo in¬ 
spect the documents pertaining to the 
erection of the .school, the third meet¬ 
ing was held at the office of Dr. Car-/ 
son. In the report Mr. Stack told of 
the interviews he held with the build¬ 
ing contractor and heating experts. 
After making a 'complete and thor¬ 
ough investigation he summed his 
findings up, as follows; That the cost 
of the heating plant was not exces¬ 
sive but on the contrary was under 
the average cost for such a heating 
plant; that the building could not 
have been satisfactorily heated with 
one large furnace at a smaller cost; 
that the cost of heating with the one 
large furnace would exceed the cost 
of the two furnaces installed; that 
the two furnaces installed are more 
economical from a fuel standpoint 
than that of one large furnace; that 
the life and efficiency of the two^will 
be much longer than that of-one large 
one; that the School Board exercised 
due dare in determining ’the most 
suitable kind of healing plant as well 
as the cost, and that they performed 
.their duties in a careful and efficient 
manner. Other findings gave the pri¬ 
ces of heating contractors and engin¬ 
eers, showing that the price paid was

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workmen to populate cities, the support of which is too 
heavy for the basic industry of agriculture. The solution 
few greater prosperity lies in a parity of prices which 
must inevitably come. 

“Of course the Aberhart Social Credit school says that 
the rest of the population will bonus agriculture. But 
agriculture in this province in normal times produces 
three quarters of the total wealth, the balance being dis¬ 
tributed between mining, lumbering, manufacture and 
power production. How can 25 per cent bonus 7o per cent 7 
How can the tail wag the dog? 

“Ail this talk of machinery replacing man power, as 
far as Alberta is concerned, is far-fetched. Wc still see 
plenty of work for farmers and families to do—no eight 
hour day for them. Farmers are the most efficient and 
hardest worked of all classes of our population, and they 
can produce plenty of food cheaply. It is not their fault 
that they cannot buy cheaply—that is the other fellow’s 
fault. What amazes us is that this is not clear to the 
eyes of the rural population.” . - . t

A year ago this time, the World Wheat Agreement 


was 

the major topic of discussion, and restriction of produc¬ 
tion was the cry. Two years ago hog prices were at such 
low ebb, that animals sold below cost of production. Last 
year the situation amongst cattle ranchers was desperate, 
and though a few far sighted stockmen foresaw that there 
might be a shortage of livestock in the United States, 
there was no definite assurance of better prices. 

1 he present "improved prices are most gratifying, al¬ 
though they may have been achieved only through the 
misfortune of others. But one curious phase of the situa¬ 
tion is that none of the experts and commissions were 
able to forecast the future. The men who sit in the con¬ 
ning towers, surveying developments and charting ahead, 
seem to have very little a'dvantage over the man on the 
ground. It is not through management or intelligent" direc¬ 
tion or far-sightedness that prices change for better or 
worse, but apparently because nature interposes in some 
fashion. Man’s wise moves may become foolish moves and 
foolish moves may take on the dignity of wisdom. It just 
so happens, and the primary producer seems as far away 
as ever from solid security.. He must accept better prices 
with thankfulness and caution, because no one seems able 
to forecast or control the next swing of the penduluin. 

The changing situation—even though it may be tem¬ 
porary—supports the contention of the practical fanner 
cannot make livestock pay.

SPIRIT THAT CONQUERS

A recent book written by John Buchan, the future Gov¬ 
ernor General of Canada, has a double value for Canadian 
readers. It conveys the quality of the man who is shortly 
to be the Royal representative in Canada, and it records 
the reign of King George V from 1910 to 1935. The title 
is “The King’s Grace” and the book is not so much a 
biography, as an interpretation of the Throne as a. eontinu 
ing, vital force, during a period of unprecedented changes.

REHABILITATE THE WEST 


There can be no difference of opinion on the danger of 
soil drifting, and the extending area affected by soil 
erosion. Even in this district which is as yet only on the 
outskirts, the effect of soil drifting is visible to anyone 
travelling the country roads, and there is a tremendous 
area in the sounthem part of the Canadian West very 
seriously menaced. * 

A bill to provide rehabilitation of drought and soil 
drifting areas has passed the Senate, and recommends the 
spending of from $750,000 to $1,000,000 annually for a 
specified period. Western Senators spoke at length in Sup¬ 
ply* nf tha maannrna - — ; 

Senator Riley’s opinion vhas given in last week’s Times. 
It will be recalled that he did not consider reforestration 
to be a solution, for the reason that trees require mois¬ 
ture, and unfortunately this is absent in the areas where 
reforestration is suggested. Senator Meighen also held 
this opinion. If conducted on any large scale it would be 
of immense cost, and problematical success. 

Senator Buchanan, speaking on the question, empha¬ 
sized thfe almost immeasurable loss to railways, elevators, 
mortgage companies and all Canadian industries, if no 
effort were made to reclaim the soil drifting lands. He 
also corrected the popular fallacy that conditions were 
more or less alike across the prairie. | ' 

This fact is one of the most important with which the 
comnvssion has to deal. It is known that even within a 
small radius of miles, soil conditions vary and even thedi 
rection of menacing winds vary. Two farms lying side by 
side may be differently affected. For this reason the ne¬ 
cessity for zoning is clear; also advice from practical 
farmers who have fought this menace w ith a considerable 
degree of success.. Scientists' and theorists, unless thor¬ 
oughly familiar with the West, might well fall into costly 
error, lacking the balance of practical experience. 

SenaVor Riley’s suggestion that lands have been cropp¬ 
ed which are fit only for grazing, has application to quite 
an area of the southern prairie, and it is conceivable that 
some of this land will be returned to grazing. It is a situ¬ 
ation which calls undoubtedly for the healing treatment 
of feature, for reduced wheat acreage and a gradual re¬ 
turn to the soil of its natural fibre.

The Hanna Herald, in common with many other Alber¬ 
ta weeklies, has been wrestling with the problem of Social 
Credit and finding in it no solution of our current disabil¬ 
ities.
